Operations to begin 
at Padua substation 


Southern California Edison 
Company’s Padua Substation, a 
new source of electric power for 
some 60,000 people in the Up- 
land - Claremont - Cucamonga 
area, is scheduled to begin oper- 
ation Sept, 1, according to M, E, 
Horsley, Edison district mana- 
ger. The station has been under 
construction for the past year, 

Padua Substation, located on a 
30-acre site at the intersection of 
l6th Street and Campus Drive 
will receive 220 kv (kkilovolt) 
transmission lines from Etiwan- 
da Steam Station, 10 miles east 
and from Mira Loma Substation, 
10 miles southeast, The facili- 
ty’s equipment will step-down the 
power to lower voltages for 
transmission to five smaller sub- 


Stations serving homes and busi- 
nesses in Upland, Ontario, Cuca- 
monga, Alta Loma, Montclair, 
Claremont, La Verne and San Di- 
mas, 

The new addition, Horsley said 
not only provides for continuec 
high quality of electric service to 
Edison customers in the area, 
but also provides a broad base for 
additional residential and busi- 
ness growth, 

Initial development of Padua 
Substation represents an invest- 
ment of approximately $4 mil- 
lion which ultimately will grow 
to $10 million at maximum ca- 
pacity, Initially, property taxes 
will amount to about $100,000 
yearly, the local Edison repre- 
sentative said,

Using old photographs, the

recognizable from a 1910 photo, 
The stone castle on Mountain 
Avenue built in 1895 as a power 
house, is partly standing amid 
towering old trees and clinging 
ivy. 

The Smiths have collected old 
time tables of the Ontario and 
ban Antonio Heights and have 
many photos, including one of 
the little mule who pulled the 
train up to the top of Euclid 
Avenue and then climbed on a 
special platform and rode down 
again, 

As a result of all this collect- 
ing, Smith is a heavy contribu- 
tor to train magazines and has 
helped to write some 40 books on 
the Ontario and San Antonlo 
Heights Railroad, 

He has built 90 models since 
1960 and is a director of the 
Orange Empire Trolley Museum 
in Perris, Calif,, which boasts 
the oldest running electric equip- 
ment still in existence, 

An almost fanatical saver, his- 
tory buff Smith has hundreds of 
old black and white photos of 
old trains from all over the 
world,
